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Concress. Most of our readers are probably 
already apprised that Congress adjourned on 
Thursday of last week, to meet again on the 
first Monday in December. ‘The ‘session has 
been uncommonly long ; and, though much 
time has been spent in making speeches on 
topics that were hardly worth the labour, yet 
many important acts have been passed, and we 
trust that the nation will not be the loser of all 
the expenses of the session. The Tariff Bill 
passed after more than a month’s discussion, 
and suffering a great number of alterations, in- 
somuch that it was hardly the same bill,as first 
reported by the committee on Commerce and 
Manufactures. An interesting debate on the 
question of recognizing the imdependence of 
Greece, called forth much eloquence, and 
though the resolution was allowed at last to 
slumber on the table of thg, house of represen- 
tatives, yet the: discussion was productive of 
good, inasmuch as it tended to elicit the pow- 
ers of the members, and to exhibit to the nation 
th ' : principles and feelings, on important sub- 
jecis connected with the freedom and happi- 
ness, and prosperity of the country. ‘The 
passing of the Bill empowering the president 
to cause certain surveys to be made, general- 
Jy called ihe Interaal Improvement Bill, we 
consider as one of the most important acts of 
the session, and one which will be the means 
of promoting the improvements of various 
parts of the country. 

A number of bills reported, were laid over 
to the next seszion, which it was wished might 
have been enacted before the adjournment. 
On the last day of the session, Mr. Webster

Always 
cheerful and sprightly—always cordial, courteous, 
delicate and elegant, this accomplished gentle- 
man was an ornament to every-publie circle, and 
the soul and charm of every private one. Our 
society could not have lost a man, who will be 
more sensibly missed. The activity and fire of 
his character, brought him continually into the 
public view ; the striking urbanity of his man- 
ners, conciliated all Whom he met; and where- 
ever a goodl- work, public or private was to done, 
Gen. Winder was always there, and always 
prominent.

It appears by the last accounts from Spain, in the 
Paris papers, that the cities of Cordova, Valencia, 


At Cordova, indeed, a conspiracy was formed by the 
Exaltados, as they are called, jor assassinating all who 
were known (or their attachment to the Constitutional 
system. Religious and political feeling seems to have 
had equal influence in this sanguinary scheme, for 
the festival of St. Joseph was the day appointed to 
carry it into execution. Fortunately, however, the 
plans of the conspirators were prevented from being 
carried into complete execution, and we are told by 
the Journal des Debats, that “‘ only ten persons sui. 
fered from the murderous steel.” At Vaiencia, the 
Evxaltados have satisfied themselves with ‘* imprison- 
ing a number of persons distinguished by their riches 


and eanh in earioty while at Seville. “ap score of 
persons, detained in prison for political opivions, have 
lost their lives.” 

These accounts reach us, not from quarters where 
suspicion might possibly rest as to their authenticity, 
but from a French Ministerial Paper, where, if it could 
be done, the wish must prevail to represent the stage 
of Spain in a tar more gratifying point of view. We 
are very much afraid, indeed, that it will be long be- 
fore Spain will be brought into such a state of tran- 
quillity, as will enable the Government to put in op- 
eration any comprehensive plans for her permanent 
benefit. Im the accounts referred to, for esample, we 
see a party strong enough, it appears, to set at defi- 
ance ail locs! authority, and to commit most horrible 
outrages. There is nothing in these events, we allow, 
that ought to surprise us, for when a country has been 
once so thoroughly disorganized by revolution as Spain 
is, it is rot the work of a few months or a few years, 
to bring it toa sound and healthful condition. But 
while such tacts come betore us, it is impossible not to 
revert to the sanguine promises of those who invaded 
Spain to restore tranquillity, and to contrast what is 
with what was to be.

MR. HONE AND THE QUARTERLY REVIEW.. 

We please vurselves in thinking, that the 
system upon which the Servile Review is con- 
ducted, is at length pretty well understood by 
all parties, and admitted by the gentlemen even 
of its own. Nobody denies that there is talent 
and information in the Quarterly.—that upon 
purely scientific and literary subjects it posses- 
ses considerable merit, particularly in accurate 
and amusing digests of books of travels, &c. 
But it has become no less undeniable, that i 
its political and theological articles (which oc- 
cupy a very large proportion of each number) 
the spirit manifested is of the most malignant 
kind, and the principle of warfare the foulest 
and most detestable.

If the object is to 
make an essay writer (who happens to be a 
Reformist) appear ridiculous, pick out careful-

and studiously concealing the context which 
justifies and explains them, string them all to- 
gether, “as a specimen of our author’s style.”

Mr. Hone took the 
rejected Gospels from a work by the Rever- 
end Jeremiah Jones, published in 1798, in 3 
vols. 8vo.; from which also he abstracted (not 
quoted) the short accounts he prefixed to each 
piece, stating to what writer it was attributed, 
among what sects of Christians it was in esti- 
mation, how it had been handed down, &e. 
That this abridgement of Jones’s remarks was 
made in the fairest and most candid manner, 
will be evident to every one who examines for 
himself. ‘The Reverend Reviewer, however, 
was determined that it should appear other- 
wise to his trusting flock. He sets out, there- 
fore, in his usual critical style, calling the com- 
piler of the Apocryphal New Testament a 
“ wretch,” a “ sottishly ignorant and illiterate 
creature,” a ** designing infidel,” &c. He then

In his principal speech against the Constitution 
in the Virginia Ceavention, Mr. Monroe dwelt 
on the office of President in the following strain 
of sinister prediction. Many persons may be curious 
to know how far he has found his own experience, in 
the office, to justify his original anticipations of evil. 

‘s Let usnow consider the responsibility of the Pres- 
ident.. He is elected for four years, aud not excluded 
from re-election. Suppose he violates the laws and 
constitution, or commits high crimes, by whom is he to 
be tried ? ‘By his own council—by those who advise 
him to commit such violations and crimes? This sub- 
verts the principles of justice, as it secureshim from 

unishment. He commands. the army of the United 
States till he is condemned. Will not this be an in- 
ducement to foreign nations to use their arts and in- 
trigues-to corrapt his counsellors? 'fhe and his coun- 
sellors can escape punishment with so much facility, 
what a delightful prospect must it be for a foreign na- 
tion, which may be desirous of gaining territorial or 
commercial advantages over us, to practise on them! 
The certainty of success would be equal to the impu- 
nity. How is he elected? By electors appointed ac- 
cording to the direction of the State legislatures. Does 
the plan of government contemplate on any other 
mode? A combination between the electors might 
easily happen, which would fix on a man in every re- 
spect improper. Contemplate this in all its conse- 
quences. ls it not the object of foreign courts to have 
such a man possessed of this power, as would be in 
clined to promote their interests? What an advan- 
tageous prospect for France or Great Britain to secure 
the favour and attachment of the President, by exert 
ing their power and influence to continue him in the 
ofice! Foreign nations may, by their intrigues, have 
great influence in each state, in the election of the 
President, and I have no doubt but their efforts will 
be tried to the utmost. Will not the influence of the 
President himself have great weight in his re-election / 
The variety of the offices at his disposal, will acquire 
him the favour and attachment of those who aspire af- 
ter them, and of the officers, and their friends. He 
will have some connection with the memb-rs of the 
diferent branches of government. They will esteem 
him, because they will be acquainted with him—-live 
in the same town with him, and often dine with him. 
This familiar and frequent intercouree will secure him 
great influence. 1! presume that when once he is 
elected, he may be elected forever. Besides his in- 
fluence in the town where he will reside, he will have 
very considerable weight in the different tates Those 
who are acquainted with the human mind in all its op- 
erations, can clearly foresee this. Powerful men in 
different states will ‘orm a friendship with him. For 
these reasons, | conceive, the same Presideut may al- 
ways be continued, and be tn fac? elected by Congress, 
instead of independent and intelligent electors.’ ~—Na- 
tonal Gaselte.
